cause of the omission of the word 
“the” from the concluding clause of 
the indictment. 
Much as you have 
seen this case criticised, you have 
never seen a critic who dared discuss 
the 
constitutional 
provision 
upon. 
which the decision was predicated 
I 
feel that I can discuss it frankly, be­ 
cause I -was not a party to the opinion 
—it came from Division 2 of the court, 
which does not happen to be the di- ] 
vision to which the law assigned me. I 
Section 38 of 
Article VI of our con­ 
stitution reads: 
“All writs and process shall run and 
all prosecutions shall be conducted in 
the name of the ‘State of Missouri;’ | 
all writs shall be attested 
by 
the ^ 
clerk of the court from which they 
shall be issued, and all indictments 
shall conclude, ‘against the peace and 
dignity of the state.’ ” 


Change In Law Only Remedy. 
“You must note that

‘against the peace and dignity of the 
state’ are in quotations.

Why the people w ho 
I made the constitution put these w*ords 
in quotations I do not knowT, nor is it 
i for me to sav.

write constitutions. It is and should 
; he sufficient for

to say,

It is not for the courts to ask 
why a certain restriction 
upon

legislative powder has

in the constitution. 
Nor is it within 
the province of the courts 
to 
say 
whether Such restrictions are reason­ 
able or unreasonable. Under our form 
of government the people are 
the 
sovereigns and as such they have the 
right to place in 
the 
organic 
law 
whatever they see fit to put therein, 
whether such provisions be reason­ 
able or unreasonable. 
Grant it, that 
the provision may, at this late day, 
appear to be unreasonable and w rong, 
what are the courts to do? 
Strike 
down 
the 
constitution or obey it? 
Shall the courts obey the mandates 
of the constitution—tin? last express 
ed will of the people—or shall they 
follow* popular clamor as evidenced 
by the public prints of the time? To 
the thinking mind there can be but 
one answer. 
That answer is that the 
courts should follow* the organic law, 
as by their oath of office they have 
sworn that they will do. 
With them 
it is not and should not be a ques­ 
tion as to the 
character 
(whether 
beneficial or otherwise) of the chal­ 
lenged act of the legislature, but the 
sole question should be, Does the leg­ 
islative act, when given a fair and 
reasonable construction, 
fall 
within 
the lines marked out by the constitu­ 
tion, i. e., the people’s will? 
If ii 
does, it should be upheld, but if not, 
it should be discarded. 
“There are, of course, 
some con­ 
stitutional restrictions 
which 
havjj 
j outlived their usefulness ad ought toj 
he changed, but it is for tho people* 
to do the 
changing 
and 
not 
the 
courts. 
Courts 
should enforce the 
laws as they find them and not make 
them. They are the creatures of the 
constitution and should 
neither at­ 
tempt to make or unmake organic 
laws. Let them leave that to the fo­ 
rum designated by 
the constitution. 
Experience, in the light 
of new de­ 
velopments, has 
demonstrated 
that 
changes should be made in some.con- 
stitutional restrictions 
in Missouri; 
but it will be time 
enough 
for the 
courts to meet the new crop of al­ 
leged 
technicalities 
when 
sud) 
changes are made.

When a lake interferes with modern 
Industrial progress the lake must b< 
abolished, according to a precedent es 
tablished regarding Kerr lake, near 
Cobalt, Ontario, which is no longer in 
existence. 
It has been pumped dry 
because it stood in the way of the 
mining of a vein of silver extending 
under it. This vein was so rich that 
the mining company decided that it 
was worth the expense of pumping 
the lake dry. f The pumping opera­ 
tion was unusual. 
It required four 
big centrifugal pumps, which were 
placed on scows floated on the surface 
of the lake. These pumps were large 
enough to permit the passage of solid 
matter up to four inches iii diameter.

Runner Ducks, Best Utility Fowl. 


The best authorities on Runner 
ducks agree that the purebred Pen­ 
ciled Runner lays pure white eggs, and 
many of them, as invariably as does 
the purebred leghorn of different varie­ 
ties. 
As a result the Runner duck 
has earned the name of “the Leghorn 
of the duck family.”

It is fortunate that we have at least 
one breed that has demonstrated itself 
as a layer, and for that reason is kept 
more for utility than show. 
This 
makes the Runner duck a farmer’s 
bird. 
The Australian and New Zealand 
egg records are among the proud 
achievements of those countries, and 
are a wonderment to many poultry- 
men. 
In referring to these records, 
the breeder of Penciled Runners gets 
much consolation, for some of the best 
egg records of those countries have 
been made by this duck. In fact, the 
Penciled Runner has wen over the 
hustling little Leghorn there. 
In Australia the Utility club has 
egg-laying contests of great interest. 
Ducks and other fowl from that con­ 
tinent and New Zealand compete in 
these contests, and the rivalry is even 
greater than in our fancy shows in 
this country. 
The competing ducks 
there seem to ne mostly Runners and 
Orpingtons, and both of these have 
won fine places.

plenty for a pen in breeding for best 
utility qualities, and it is very interest­ 
ing to note the type of duck the win­ 
ners of the contests there are, in com­ 
parison with our present show types 
here. 
Their ducks are much more 
heavy and broad, and the type is en­ 
tirely different in both Runners and 
Buff Orpington ducks. 
This is some­ 
thing for our utility breeders to con* 
sider. 
Probably the w’orld's official record 
is held by one of those New Zealand 
Runners. 
This duck laid 320 eggs in 
365 days iii her second year. She laid 
512 eggs in 23 months, including the 
molting season. 
A daughter of this 
duck laid 177 eggs in 179 consecutive 
days, and 293 eggs in 314 actual con­ 
secutive laying days. When she was 
two years and eight months old her 
record was over 500 eggs. The breeder 
of these ducks mated the females to 
drakes w hose dams had a record of 200 
eggs a year or better. 
\ 
In the Christchurch test the Buff 
Orpington ducks made a fine record. 
Both Orpington and Runner ducks 
have made line records in the Cam­ 
bridge tests there, and one pen of 
both Runners and Orpingtons made a 
remarkable showing for several months 
after those tests had ended. 
In 5% 
months after the above tests ended one 
breeder’s ducks laid as follows: Buff 
Orpingtons, 772 eggs; Penciled Run­ 
ners, 749 eggs. This is an average of 
129 and 125 per duck for the time 
above quoted.
